Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representatives : 

You have been chosen by the people, the source of all 
political power, to enact such laws as may be necessary for 
their protection in the enjoyment of life, liberty, aud prop¬ 
erty, “the sole object and "only legitimate need of govern¬ 
ment,” and it is my duty to give you information of the con¬ 
dition of the State, and to recommend to your consideration 
such measures as I may deem expedient. 

THE FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE STATE. 

At the close of the last session of the General Assembly, 
there was a wide-spread apprehension that in its earnest 
efforts to promote the public welfare it had made appropri- 
tions and fixed liabilities it might be impossible to meet; 
and the Executive Departments, sharing this feeling, were 
stimulated to immediate and urgent endeavors to protect 
the credit of the State. The Auditor at once began to press 
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tax collectors to a more prompt and diligent performance of 
tlieir duties in the collection both of accruing and of back 
taxes ; and attention was given to other subjects of possible 
revenue. The Governor exerted all the powers vested in 
him by law, in aid of the revenue department. Upon re¬ 
ports from the Auditor, many tax collectors were cited to 
show cause why they should not be suspended from office 
under sections 417 and 418 of the Code ; and three of these, 
failing to make any satisfactory explanation, or to pay into 
the Treasury moneys collected by them for the State, were 
removed. In other cases, where the delinquents had not 
brought themselves within the provisions of the above- 
mentioned laws, suits were instituted and vigorously pros- 
cuted. 

The effect of these unusual measures, made necessary by 
the danger to the Treasury, was everywhere manifest; anil 
the Auditor’s report shows the gratifying results. Gener¬ 
ally, the tax collectors cheerfully responded to the Auditor’s 
urgency and shared his zeal in the public service. Of taxes 
due on former years, there was collected in the year ending 
September 30tn, 1883, $33,180.77, and in the year ending 
September 30th, 1884, 28,390.84, while the aggregate of bal¬ 
ances against tax collectors at the latter date was only 
$25,039.33, nearly all of which is in suit. 

In addition to these unexpectedly large collections of back 
taxes, $40,000 was received in 1883 from the owners of the 
Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad lands, by a compromise 
under the act of February 21, 1883, and in‘l884 $13,328.98 
was received from several sources on account of the in¬ 
debtedness of the late Treasurer. 

\ In the two years, the total receipts at the Treasury, from 

the owners of the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad lands, 
from the sureties and the estate of the late Treasurer, and 
from back taxes, were $114,910.59. 

The balance in tbe Treasury to the credit of the general 
fund on the 30th of September last was $134,418.38. The 
receipts from all sources during the first quarter of the 
present fiscal year (to the 31st of December next) may 
“possibly” reach $150,000. 

The current expenses of the government for this period, 
including the cost of your session, are not over-estimated at 
$120,000; and the January, 1885, interest on the bonded 
debt, to be provided and set apart by the 31st of December, 
is $100,200. 

For the year ending September 30th, 1885, the Auditor 
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estimates the receipts from all sources at $1,192,500, and the 
disbursements on all accounts now provided for by law at 
$1,181,200, to be increased by such special, or new, appro¬ 
priations as you may make. 

This will leave the Treasury at the close of the present 
fiscal year with but a trifio larger balance than at the close 
of the last, even if there is no falling off in returns from tax 
collectors and in other estimated receipts. The disburse¬ 
ments are fixed by law, and can be closely estimated. The 
receipts may be considerably affected by the reluctance or 
the inability of tax payers, by the inexperience, negligence, 
or inefficiency of collectors, and by other causes. V\ ith the 
smallest amount of uncollected back taxes ever known in 
the history of the State at the close of a fiscal year, with no 
expectations of considerable revenue from any unusual 
source, with short crops in many parts of the State and de¬ 
pressed business conditions, and with many collectors inex¬ 
perienced and untried in their duties, no reasonable hope is 
indulged of exceeding the estimated receipts for the current 
year. These estimates, by an officer so painstaking, care¬ 
ful, and capable as Judge Carmichael, admonish us of the 
duty of a rigid economy and the most careful management 
of our resources. 

The act of February 23, 1883, “to levy and collect taxes 
for the use of this State and the counties thereof,” which 
reduced the rate of taxation from sixty-five cents on the hun¬ 
dred dollars to fifty-five cents, was declared void by the 
Supreme Court, because of an error in its enrollment. The 
failure of this act was a source of mortification, of disap¬ 
pointment, and of regret in many parts of the State; and I 
was pressed to re-convene the General Assembly to re-enact 
it, or to pass another to carry into effect the proposed re¬ 
duction of taxation and prevent the accumulation in the 
Treasury of the surplus it was supposed would result from 
the old tax rate. I had become satisfied the reduced rate 
would not yield a revenue sufficient to meet the demands on 
the Treasury, and that at the old rate there would be no 
surplus, and* declined to call an extra session, feeling assured 
the result would justify my course. Last year, when the 
act declared inoperative by the Supreme Court would have 
been in force, the total receipts at the Treasury from taxes 
on property (including payments made by collectors on 
school warrants) wore $925,385.42. At fifty-five cents on the 
hundred dollars, the receipts, on the same assessments, 
would have been $783,018.11. The difference, $142,367.31, 
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is greater than the Treasury balance at the close of the year 
by $7,948.93. If the reduced rate of taxation had gone into 
effect, there would probably have been a deficit on the 30th 
of September last, and provision for the January, 1885, in¬ 
terest could have been made only by the largest temporary 
loan permitted by the constitution, it that would have been 
sufficient. 

For the acts of the last General Assembly, I share respon¬ 
sibility with those who passed them. Proud of Alabama, 
confident of its resources, anxious for the welfare of its in¬ 
stitutions, solicitous for the promotion of its free schools, 
and hopeful of its future, we did not give sufficient attention 
to hard business considerations, and, risking much, we nude 
imminent a calamity which it will be our care to see is not 
again made possible. It is obligatory upon the State, as 
upon an individual, to know that it can meet obligations, 
and how it can meet them, before entering into them. 

AN OLD CLAM COLLECTED. 

Under section 15 of the act of February 23d, 1876, com¬ 
monly known as the “debt settlemeut act,” the State dis¬ 
charged and acquitted itself of all liability for the bonds 
loaned to the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad Company, 
by releasing to the holders of these bonds all its liens and 
rights to the lands and other property mortgaged to it by 
the railroad company as security for the loan of credit it 
had received. The lands and other property thus released 
Were conveyed to the trustees to be sold and disposed of 
for the benefit and use of the bondholders, after paying into 
the treasury of the State ten per centum of the net proceeds 
of the sales of all the lands until the whole amount of inter¬ 
est paid by the State on the lands should be re-imbursed. 
The State claimed $240,(XX) on this account; but in Acts ap¬ 
proved February 28, 1881, and February 21, 1883, the 
amount due was admitted to be “undetermined and uncer¬ 
tain.” The bondholders admitted no liability. The trust 
began to run on the 1st of May, 1876, and is to be closed in 
ten years from that date. Seven years had elapsed, and the 
trust was nearing its end. Nothing had been paid into the 
Treasury ou account of sales that had been made of the 
lands. All the efforts that had been made to have the 
State’s claim, or any part of it acknowledged, or paid, had 
been in vain. The bondholders had refused or failed to 
compromise, either under the Act of February 28, 1881, or 
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that of February 21, 1883, both of which authorized a set¬ 
tlement for a sum in each specified and very much less than 
was claimed. Under these circumstances^ on the 26th of 
June, 1883,1 requested the Attorney General, with associate 
counsel, to file a bill in the Chancery Court for Jefferson 
county to compel the trustees to execute their trust to the 
extent of the interest of the State therein ; and the bill was 
filed on the 30tli of June. This determined action produc¬ 
ed immediate effect, and on the 16th of next month a settle¬ 
ment was agreed upon on the basis of the Act of February 
21, 1883, and on the 13th of August $40,000 was paid to the 
State. 


SETTLEMENT WITH VINCENT’S SURETIES. 

Under the Act of February 22, 1883, the Governor, Audi¬ 
tor, and Secretary of State, with the advice and consent in 
writing of the Attorney-General, have settled and adjusted 
all the claims of the State against Merrill E. Pratt, Daniel 
Crawford, and James J. Robinson, sureties on the official 
bond of Isaac H. Vincent, late State Treasurer, on terms 
and conditions they considered for the best interest of the 
State. Mr. Pratt has paid into the Treasury $12,000 and 
given four secured notes, bearing four per centum interest, 
each for $12,000 and payable respectively on the first day 
of February, 1885, 1886, 1887 and 1888. Mr. Crawford has 
jmid $1,500 and Mr. Robinson $1,000, each in full settlement. 
The State under these settlements recovers but a small per¬ 
centage of its loss; but after enquiry into the condition of 
these sureties, the sums paid or secured by them appeared 
to be as great as might be exacted under the circumstances. 
Mr. Pratt lias a large, but greatly encumbered, estate, and 
the others are poor men. The fact that the bond itself, and 
the book in which it was recorded, were lost, and that it 
might be difficult to establish the execution of the bond, 
made it desirable that amicable settlements should be ef¬ 
fected. If more might have been recovered at law, it would 
have been after long and expensive litigation, the result of 
which could not have been certain. The attachment of 
Vincent’s property and its sale under decree of the Chan¬ 
cery Court, will net to the State about $10,000, which will 
soon be paid. A judgment for more than $20,000 has been 
rendered against Fred Wolffe for the State’s moneys had 
and received by him of the defaulting Ti-easurer, but collec¬ 
tion is suspended pending an appeal to the Supreme Court, 
2 
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the result of which it is hoped will be the securing of a lar¬ 
ger sum. 


THE STATE TREASURY. 

The defalcation of the late State Treasurer turned atten¬ 
tion to this important office and provoked a close inquiry 
into every feature of its administration, in which the Execu¬ 
tive has had the hearty co-operation of Hon. FredH. Smith, 
who was appointed Treasurer upon the occurrence of a va¬ 
cancy in February, 1883. It was found that some things 
had been done in disregard of law' for so long a time that of 
late years no one had thought of questioning their legality, 
and that many irregularities had become custom so estab¬ 
lished that no one enquired into their reason or doubted 
their propriety. These did not effect the integrity of suc¬ 
cessive Treasurers, or necessarily lead to loss to the State. 
They were not, however, authorized by law, or in strict con¬ 
formity to law, and in every instance, as they have been 
discovered, by diligent comparison of the practices in that 
department with the statutes, they have been corrected. 
Understanding that he has no discretion wherein provision 
is made by law, the present Treasurer has resolutely sought 
a knowledge of his duties in the letter of the law, and as 
thus taught is performing them without reference to the 
convenience or wishes of himself or of others. In mat¬ 
ters within his discretion, as in a better system of book¬ 
keeping, and in the daily balancing of the cash on hand, 
great improvement has been made by him. Obscure, con¬ 
flicting, and inapplicable legislation relating to the Treasu¬ 
ry should be amended or repealed. The custodian of the 
public moneys should never be uncertain of his duty ; and 
lie should never be made to assume personal risk in execu¬ 
ting the law, as now, in paying interest on the bonds of the 
State in New York. The work imposed on this office by 
the Act of December 12, 1882, in the registration and de¬ 
struction of unissued bonds, uncurrent funds, and redeemed 
State obligations, requiring months of patient application, 
has been thoroughly and accurately done: 

THE FUGITIVE EX-TREASURER. 

It lias been very near my heart to bring to punishment 
the great offender whose monstrous betrayal of a sacred 
trust in the robbery of the Treasury confided to his protec- 
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tion by the partiality and confidence of the people of the 
State so shocked and amazed the country; and to this end 
I have spared no diligence, vigilance, or expense. Every 
clue to his place of refuge has been promptly followed by 
skillful detectives, only to end in disappointment. Per¬ 
suaded that an example ought to be made of so great a 
criminal, I have incurred in his pursuit cost which could 
not have been paid from any public fund at ray disposal, 
feeling assured that my action would be approved, and that 
the deficiecy would be provided for by appropriation. I 
cannot bind the State beyond appropriations by the Legis¬ 
lature and without express authority of law ; but, unwilling 
to incur the reproach of having neglected anything in a mat¬ 
ter so directly concerning the administration of justice, I 
have not hesitated to incur personal responsibility for the 
means of prosecuting searches that promised success. 

EXAMINATION OP THE STATE 0FFICEB8. 

Under the act to authorize the employment of an expert 
to examine the books and vouchers of the several State 
offices who receive pay out of any of the public funds, I was 
fortunate enough to secure the services of Mr. James W. 
Lapsley, whose peculiar fitness for the work he has under¬ 
taken is universally recognized. He has closely and criti¬ 
cally examined every item in the accounts of receipts and 
disbursements of the present Warden of the Penitentiary 
and of the present Treasurer, and every account and voucher 
in the offices of the Secretary of State, Superintendent of 
Education, and Auditor, since 1878, except that the work 
of the past year is not completed. In the Auditor’s office, 
where the records of the State’s finances center, the ac¬ 
counts of every tax collector and every probate judge dur¬ 
ing the past six years have been examined, and item by 
item, compared with the original reports, abstracts, receipts, 
and entries, and the true condition of each ascertained ;.and 
every voucher for disbursement in that time has had its 
form, sufficiency, and validity, enquired into. Numerous 
errors have been noted and corrected; and, as a net result, 
about $10,000 has been recovered to the State. The exam¬ 
iner attributes none of these errors to a corrupt purpose or 
intention, but partly to defective systems of keeping ac¬ 
counts, partly to negligence or incompetency, and partly to 
errors of judgment under the law. The effect of these ex¬ 
aminations in the greater vigilance and care in the several 
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offices, and in the adoption of better methods of book keep¬ 
ing, is of far greater value than the money recovered. The 
office should be continued, with jurisdiction over the books 
and'accounts of all the State institutions. 

THE PENITENTIARY. 

The penitentiary was intended for a penal and reforma¬ 
tory prison. The welfare of the convict was considered 
in connection with the protection of society by his punish¬ 
ment. It took the plate of the gallows and whipping post 
for many offenses. Its humane purpose was soon neglected. 
Convicts left to the unrestrained control of lessees and con¬ 
tractors, were overworked, insufficiently fed, badly clothed, 
and beaten with stripes. They sickened and died in great 
numbers. In one year the death rate was two hundred and 
fifty in the thousand. The prison was maintained from the 
first at heavy cost. Until 1878, it was an expense to the 
State every year. Since 1878 it has yielded a net profit, in¬ 
creasing from year to year. 

In 1883, it paid into the Treasury a net sum of SI9,198.80, 
and in 1884 of $17,197.78, exclusive, in both years, of pay¬ 
ments to officers and inspectors from the Treasury. Since 
the 30th September, an additional payment into the Treas¬ 
ury has been made of $15,890.01. Until within a few years, 
little effort appears to have been made to secure to convicts 
the humane treatment prescribed by law, and until 1860, no 
report of any officer of the penitentiary told of the constant 
and utter disregard of all legal regulations for their benefit 
and protection. The reports of the warden and the inspec¬ 
tors two years ago disclosed a condition of affairs so deplora¬ 
ble that the Legislature at once undertook to correct and 
mitigate it. The first fruits of the act of February 22, 1883, 
“ to regulate the hiring and treatment of State and county 
convicts,” will appear in the reports of the inspectors and 
warden that will be laid before you. 

But evils long existing, abuses that have become custom, 
cannot be corrected by a single act or in a single day. 
What has been accomplished makes what is yet to be done 
in regard to this matter comparatively easy. I he improve¬ 
ment in care and treatment, in food and clothing, in sanitary 
matters, and in hospital provision, and consequently in the 
health and well-being of convicts, is encouragement and in¬ 
centive to further effort in this direction. It is a notable 
fact that as the treatment and condition of convicts have 
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improved, the profits from their labor have increased. The 
dictates of humanity and the interests of the State happily 
coincide. Proper inspection and adequate restraint upon 
the cupidity, inhumanity, or thoughtlessness of contractors, 
can only be secured by the constant attention of capable 
aud strong men, devoting their whole time to these difficult 
duties. The inspection provided for two years ago has 
proved very effective. 

There were in the penitentiary on the 30th of September 
last 527 convicts, of whom 349 were at Pratt Mines, (53 at 
the quarries at Blount Springs, and 86 on Williams’ planta¬ 
tions. With this disposition of the convicts, it can hardly 
be' necessary to keep up the expensive establishment at 
Wetumpka. For the first time the General Assembly will 
have information on which to base intelligent action. I 
shall heartily co-operate with you in making the peniten¬ 
tiary more profitable to the State, and at the same time 
bettering the condition of convicts. 

THE PENITENTIARY FARM. 

Under the act of December 12, 1882, to authorize a sale 
of the “State farm,” the Governor, Attorney-General, and 
Treasurer have twice offered the place at public sale, fixing 
the minimum price therefor at $30,000, but on neither occa¬ 
sion was an offer made for it. Failing to sell it, an unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt was made in 1883 to lease it. This year, a 
lessee has been found for only a small part of it. , The farm 
cost the State fifty thousand dollars, and the commis¬ 
sioners were unwilling to offer it for less than thirty thou¬ 
sand dollars. No offer under the terms prescribed in the 
act has been made for it. 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

The third and fourth annual reports of the Railroad Com¬ 
mission will claim your attention. The Commission was 
established four years ago to meet a general desire for some 
public supervision and control over the railroads in the 
State. It certainly has been of great sendee ; but with very 
restricted powers, some of them not well defined, it could 
not be that it should have done all that may have been ex¬ 
pected of it. It is now to be determined, in the light of its 
operations, what changes, if any, are needed in the law crea¬ 
ting it, to promote its efficiency and increase its usefulness. 
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The last report reviews the work of the Commission, and 
recommends several, and some of them important, additions 
and amendments to the present law. I have not had op¬ 
portunity to give these recommendations such consideration 
as would warrant me in expressing any opinion of them. 
The experience of the Commissioners entitles their matured 
views to great weight. 

DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION. 

County superintendents are required by law to make an¬ 
nual reports to the State Superintendent by the first day of 
November in each year. The State Superintendent not 
having received many of these, can now make but a partial 
report of the operations of his department the past year. 
In the fifty-one counties from which reports have been 
made, a greater number of schools have been taught for 
longer time and by better teachers than heretofore. No 
details, however, are given. The superintendent makes a 
number of recommendations, the more important of which 
are (1), that counties, cities, townships and separate school 
districts be authorized, by a vote of the qualified electors, 
to levy and collect a school tax ; (2), that the salaries of 
county superintendents lie increased; (3), that all money 
for the schools exeept the poll tax, be paid from the State 
treasury, and none by collectors upon the Auditor’s war¬ 
rants ; (4), that section 983 of the Code be so amended as 
to authorize the sale of sixteenth section lands for cash ; 
and (5), that appropriations for eertain Normal schools be 
increased. The receipts on account of the sixteenth section 
fund were $12,510.45. 

THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 

The Agricultural Department, established at the last ses¬ 
sion, went into operation on the 1st of September, 1883, 
under the direction of Hon. E. C. Betts, of Madison county, 
who had been appointed Commissioner. The Department 
was to lie self-supporting; and, beginning without funds, it 
encountered more than the difficulty incident ordinarily to 
the inauguration of the business of a new executive bureau. 
Possibly tor this reason, for which proper allowance has 
not been made, it has not, so far, perhaps, entirely realized 
the too sanguine expectations of some of its friends. It is 
now, however, fairly at work; and, having overcome the first 
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obstacles to success, its efficiency and usefulness seem as¬ 
sured. During the first year, it collected from tags for 47,- 
600 tons of fertilizers, $23,825.40, of which $8,500.96 was 
appropriated to its own support, and $7,229.31 was paid to 
the Agricultural and 'lechanical College, leaving in the 
Treasury to its credit $7,005.13. 

THE COLLEGES. 

No reports have yet been received from the trustees and 
officers of the University, or of the Agricultural and Me- 
clnpiical College. It is understood they both have increased 
numbers of students, are both growing in public favor, and 
are both enlarging their field of usefulness. They are both 
regarded with pride by the State, and their continued pros¬ 
perity gratifies the whole people. They have both drawn 
the full sums appropriated by the act of February 23rd, 
1883, for furnishing them with additional room for students 
and facilities for instruction ; but I am not advised that the 
improvements begun by either have been completed. 

UNIVERSITY LANDS. 

An act of Congress approved April 23, 1883, granted to 
’ Alabama for the use and benefit of the University 46,080 
acres of land, to be selected by agents appointed by the 
Governor from any public lands in the 8tate, mineral or 
agricultural, the State to pay the expense of making the se¬ 
lection, and be reimbursed from the proceeds of the sales 
of the lauds. As investors and speculators were rapidly 
taking up the most valuable mineral lands, it seemed proper 
to have the selections under this grant made without unnec¬ 
essary delay; and on the 20th of June I appointed as agents 
under the law, E. A. Smith, A. C. Hargrove, and J. Burns 
Moore, who immediately entered upon their duties. To this 
time, they have selected about 26,000 acres, of which 21,423 
acres have been approved by the Secretary of the Interior. 
The State is to direct the sale of the lands, and the money 
arising therefrom is to be paid into the State Treasury. 

THE HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 

The enlargment of the Hospital for the Insane, for which 
$100,000 was appropriated February 26,1881, has been com¬ 
pleted in the addition to the old building of two wings, each 
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three stories high and conforming in architectural arrange¬ 
ment with the main structure. The entire building is of 
brick, and as nearly fire-proof us possible. It is lighted by 
gas made on the premises and is heated by steam. It is 
abundantly supplied with hot and cold water, and is fitted 
with baths and closets of the most approved kind. The 
steam-pressed brick of the new wing were made in the yards 
of the Hospital; and the bedsteads, tallies, seats and other 
furniture needed, were manufactured in its shops. The 
Hospital now has accommodation for 750 patients. Since 
September 30th, 1882, 455 patients have been admitted, and 
242 have been discharged. On the 30th of September the 
number of patients was 630, of which 539 were white and 
91 were colored. Of the aggregate, 589 were indigent, and 
41 were paying patients. In the year ending September 30, 
1883, the Hospital received from the State $71,344, and in 
the year ending September 30th, last, $78,789.75. Dr. Bryce’s 
third term as Superintendent expired with the last fiscal 
year. He was the first Superintendent, and for twenty-four 
years has discharged the exacting duties of that onerous 
position with distinguished success. He has been elected 
to another term of eight years. 

DEAF AND DUMB AND BUND ASYLUM. 

During the past two years, there has been a gratifying 
increase in the Alabama Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
and the Blind at Talladega. One hundred and six pupils 
have been enrolled, and the average attendance has been 83. 
Of the whole number enrolled, 72 are deaf mutes, and 34 
are blind. The cost of maintenance, including salaries, 
building, repairs, clothing for pupils, insurance, and other 
expenses for the year ending September 30th, last, was 
$6,269.54; or; $203.36 for each pupil. It is expected the 
number of pupils will soon reach 100. This Institution is 
admirably conducted, and the recommendations of its Board 
of Commissioners and its accomplished principal should 
have your careful consideration. 

THE RAILROAD COUNTIES. 

Under the act of February 15, 1883, for the relief of the 
counties of Cleburne, Lee, Pickens, Randolph and Tallapoosa, 
progress has been made in the adjustment and compromise 
of the indebtedness of the counties of Chambers, Randolph

and Lee, by which the great body of claims against them 
are discharged, or have been provided for. I am not advised 
that the counties of Pickens and Tallapoosa have reached 
any understanding with their creditors. Mr. Longmire, tax 
commissioner for Pickens, threatened with proceedings 
against him in the Federal Courts, resigned on the 11th of 
March last, in order to relieve the sureties on his official 
bond. He was re-appoiuted on the 12th of June, but failed 
to qualify. On the 11th of July, Mr. A. M. Prude was ap¬ 
pointed, and has entered on iiis duties. Possibly some 
additional legislation will be necessary to remove some 
obscurity in the acts of the last session in regard to these 
counties, and to carry out the purpose thereof. At the close 
of the last year, there was in the State Treasury to the 
credit of these counties $7(5,172.83, which shall be used ex¬ 
clusively for the settlement of their debts. 

THE SUPREME COURT. 

The judiciary of the State has sustained a great loss in 
the resignation from the Supreme Court of Chief Justice 
Brickell, which took effect the 25th ultimo. This I have 
repaired, so far as in my power, by making Associate Jus¬ 
tice Stone Chief Justice, and appointing Hon. David Clop- 
ton Associate Justice. The court, as now constituted, will 
sustain the character its decisions have so long maintained 
throughout the country. 

REVISION OF THE CODE. 

It will be necessary at the present session to make pro¬ 
vision “for the revision, digesting, and promulgation of the 
public statutes of the State of a general nature, both civil 
and criminal.” 

REPORTS OF DEPARTMENTS AND INSTITUTIONS. 

The fiscal year ends September 30th. Within about six 
weeks from this date biennially the General Assembly 
meets. It is important that reports of heads of depart¬ 
ments and State institutions be in the hands of members at 
the earliest possible moment, for their information. It is 
never the case that all of these are made to the Governor at 
the beginning of a session. There is no authority for print¬ 
ing some of the most important of them in advance of leg- 


islative action, and they are communicated to the two 
houses in manuscript, and are sent to the public printer at 
a time when he is so pressed with work that delay in publi¬ 
cation is unavoidable. Heads of departments and officers of 
State institutions should be authorized and required to have 
a prescribed number of their respective reports printed at 
the beginning of the session, or by some designated day 
soon thereafter. 

CLERK8 IN THE EXECUTIVE OFFICES. 

In some of the departments, the clerical force provided 
by law is wholly insufficient for the dispatch of the public 
business, and temporary clerks are constantly employed, 
with the approval of the Governor. The regular force 
should be increased where needed, and temporary employ¬ 
ments which are permanent, should be avoided. Heads of 
departments held to a strict accountability for the per¬ 
formance of important public duties, should be allowed a 
sufficient number of assistants to enable them to have well 
done the work of their offices, and should not be dependent 
on the discretion of another for help that may be indis¬ 
pensable. 


ALABAMA STATE TROOPS. 

In the last two years there.has been progiessive improve¬ 
ment in the condition of the Alabama State Troops. Old 
companies have been strengthened and better disciplined, 
others falling much below a reasonable standard of excel¬ 
lence have been disbanded, and new ones have been organ¬ 
ized and brought to a degree of considerable efficiency. 
Each command has had rigid inspection; and the require¬ 
ment of regular reports from each, brings its condition con¬ 
stantly within the knowledge of the Governor. The com¬ 
panies attached to the First and Second Regiments, respect¬ 
ively, have been brought together in annual encampments, 
in which both officers and iqen haVe received valuable in¬ 
struction, and iu which has originated a spirit of generous 
rivalry that is benefiting all. The splendid successes of the 
Mobile Rifles in competitive drills at Nashville, and at Du¬ 
buque, with the best companies in the United States, in¬ 
fused new life into the whole force. 

Twice iu 1883 the troops were called into active service in 
support of the civil authority, and both times responded 
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with the promptness of veterans. In both cases, peace was 
preserved, and the laws were enforced without casualties. 

On the 22d of January in that year, on the application of 
the sheriff of Lee county and the President of the Commis¬ 
sion of Opelika, both of whom reported that the city was 
under the domination of an armed assemblage of lawless 
men, resisting and defying the municipal authorities, the 
Montgomery Grevs, Captain Graham, with Colonel Jones in 
command, were dispatched to Opelika, where, without diffi¬ 
culty, they executed the process of the magistrates, and re¬ 
stored order. 

The afternoon of December 4th*the sheriff of Jefferson 
county reported that a mob of five hundred men, who had 
the day before broken open 1 the jail, searched the courthouse 
from basement to belfry, and visited the city prison to ob¬ 
tain possession, with intent to lynch him, of a prisoner then 
in lawful custody on a criminal charge, could not be dis¬ 
persed or restrained by the civil power and the local mili¬ 
tary companies which had been ordered out, and asked that 
three companies be sent to him. A little later, the judge of 
the circuit court telegraphed that his court, then in session, 
had been suspended, aud would have to be adjourned if or¬ 
der was not restored. At 3 o’clock, Colonel Jones, of the 
Second Regiment, was ordered to Birmingham, with the 
Montgomery Greys, Captain Graham, and the Montgomery 
True Blues, Captain Garland, and, on arriving there, to as¬ 
sume command of the whole force on the ground (the Birm¬ 
ingham Rifles, Captain Thompson, and the Birmingham Ar¬ 
tillery, Captain Lowe, having been (sailed out by the sheriff), 
and to exercise his judgment and discretion in the employ¬ 
ment of the means necessary to tire enforcement of the law 
and the protection of person and property. Colonel Jones, 
with the Montgomery companies, arrived at the scene of 
the trouble at 8 o’clock that evening, and found the situa¬ 
tion so serious that at 10 o’clock he asked for reinforce¬ 
ments, to reach him by daylight, if possible. The Light 
Guards, of Greenville, Captain Porter; the Lee Light In¬ 
fantry, of Opelika, Lieutenant. Burton; and the Warrior 
Guards, of Tuscaloosa, Captain Fitts, were by telegraph or¬ 
dered to report to him, which was done by the Greenville 
and Opelika companies at 8 o’clock the next morning, and 
by the Tuscaloosa company the next afternoon, the latter 
being delated by failure to receive marching orders. The 
troops thus assembled, without overcoats, blankets, tents, 
cooking utensils, or commissary stores, remained on duty

until the 8th instant, when all danger of further riotous 
proceeding having passed, they were released. 

This was the most formidable and dangerous mob ever 
known in the State, and the gravest consequences were 
averted only by the energetic measures taken to suppress 
it, which would have been unavailing but for the prompt 
response of the military companies to the call for their ser¬ 
vices, the steadiness and discipline of the men on duty, 
whose bearing and conduct were worthy of regulars, and 
the intelligence and discretion of the officers in command 
under the most trying circumstances. In five hours after 
receiving orders, the Montgomery companies were in Bir¬ 
mingham ; and in eight hours after receiving orders at mid¬ 
night, the companies from Greenville and Opelika, each one 
hundred and titty miles away, were on the ground. 

There are thirty-seven companies of Alabama State 
Troops, of which thirty-three are infantry, three are artil¬ 
lery, and one is cavalry, with a total strength of 1682 officers 
and men. These are well armed and equipped, except in can¬ 
teens, knapsacks, overcoats, blankets and camp equipage. 
Ten of these companies are attached to the First Regiment, 
Colonel J. W. Whiting commanding, and fourteen to the 
Second Regiment, Colonel Thomas G. Jones commanding. 
The remaining companies are unattached. The report of 
the Adjutant General will give full information upon every 
point touching the organization, equipment, discipline, ser¬ 
vices and wants of this force. 

CRIMES AND CRIMINALS. 

It has been our boast, that the people of the State are 
peaceable and law-abiding, and that aggravated crime in our 
midst is comparatively rare. Our criminal laws have been 
fairly executed, and the scales of justice have been held with 
steady and even hand. The frequent commission of 
offenses of lower grade have made it necessary for the pro¬ 
tection of property to prescribe for them punishments more 
severe than would otherwise be justifiable. On the other 
hand, homicides have not been as obnoxiousto public senti¬ 
ment as they should be, and sentences therefor have often 
been so light as to surprise and alarm those who realize 
that the safety of every person depends to some extent on 
the stern and certain infliction of adequate punishment for 
the unlawful taking of life. Among the larger class of our 
population, such crimes as larceny, burglary, forgery, seduc- 
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tiou, rape, and arson, are almost unknown. During the 
past two years, and especially the last year, the frequency 
of rapes, committed in every case, I believe, by colored men, 
has been alarming ; and the fact that in many of these cases 
summary justice lias been inflicted upon the perpetrators, or 
the alleged perpetrators, by au outraged populace, is greatly 
to be deplored. The security of all is in the keeping of the 
law ; and lawlessness, even in the administration of justice, 
lessens regard and reverence for the law, excites the evil 
passions of the weak and the wicked, and sets bad men an 
example they may not be slow to follow. If good men take 
the law into their own hands under great provocation, bad 
men may do so with any provocation, and the innocent will 
suffer with the guilty. The law’s delays seem intolerable to 
the impatient; but they are for the protection of the iuno- 
cent. Great criminals sometimes escape through the mis¬ 
placed sympathy of juries or the negligence of jailors; but 
this should lead to better methods of selecting jurors and 
stricter provisions for guarding prisons. In the main, not¬ 
withstanding recent conspicuous examples of lawlessness, 
our crimiual recoids show a steady diminution of crime, and 
our grand juries return fewer indictments each successive 
year. The Attorney-General’s report will contain valuable 
suggestions for your consideration. 


• CONCLUSION. 


The reports which will be communicated to you, will give 
fuller and more srtisfactory information concerning the mat¬ 
ters to which they relate than was ever before laid before a 
Legislature in this State, and you will have the best possi¬ 
ble aids to your deliberations on all subjects that will have 
your attention. For the time being, you are the guardians 
of great interests, and the custodians of a sacred trust. 
You will so use the power delegated to you that when you 
return to the people to account for your acts you will de¬ 
serve their applause.

MESSAGE FltOM THE GOVERNOR. 

Executive Office, November 17,1884 

To the Senate and the House of Representatives : 

I herewith communicate to you the biennial report of the 
board of trustees of the Agricultural and Mechanical Col¬

“Schedule B,” to which reference is made in the report, and 
which, delayed for some additional Solicitor’s returns, will 
hereafter be transmitted to you, is a consolidation of imports 
made to the Attorney-General for the period covered by his 
report. Section 109 of the Code has long required the At¬ 
torney-General to make reports to the Governor, but until 
the act of February 5, 1883, it was not made the duty of 
solicitors and other prosecuting officers to make returns to 
him, aud hereinbefore he has not had anything to report. 
The present report contains much useful information, aud 
the suggestions and recommendations of the distinguished 
lawyer who, for six years has filled the office of Attorney- 
General with great ability, should have most favorable con¬ 
sideration.

leave to make a partial report of their actions. This par¬ 
tial report is made because of the great importance of hav¬ 
ing before the General Assembly at the earliest moment the 
two most needed reports. 

Therefore the committee recommend the publication of 
seven hundred and fifty (750) copies of the examiner of the 
accounts and vouchers of the State departments, of which 
number of copies 250 shall be for the use of the Senate and 
600 for the use of the House of Representatives. The com¬ 
mittee further recommend the publication in one separate 
volume seven hundred and fifty (750) copies of the reports 
of the Inspectors, Warden, Physician, and the unofficial re¬ 
port of Jerome Cochran, M. f)., on the State and county 
convicts, of which copies two hundred (200) shall be for the 
use of the Senate, four hundred (400) for -the use of the 
House of Representatives, and one hundred and fifty (150) 
for the use of, and distribution by the Inspectors. 

The committee further recommends that the several offi¬ 
cers whose reports are herein mentioned shall arrange their 
reports for the printer, and supervise the printing of the 
same in a proper and correct manner.

All shares of national banks, or banking associations, or¬ 
ganized under the laws of the United States, according to 
the actual or fair market value of such shares, whether held 
or owned by residents or non-residents of this State, to be 
assessed and collected in the county and in the city, town 
or village wherein such national bank or banking associa¬ 
tion is located, and not elsewhere, and to be paid by each 
such bank or banking association, for the shareholders 
thereof. 

It shall be the duty of the cashier or president of every 
such national bank or banking association to make out and 
return under oath, on or before the 15th day of January in 
each year, to the assessor of the county in which such bank 
or banking association is located, a list showing the total 
number of shares of the stock of such bank, the name and 
residence of the shareholders as far as known, and the fair 
market value of such shares. Such president or cashier 
shall at the same time return to the assessor of the county, 
a sworn statement of all taxable real estate or personal 
property, situate in this State, and the value thereof as 
assessed for taxation. Thereupon it shall be the duty of 
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such assessor after passing upon such assessment or assess¬ 
ments, to deduct from tho arnonnt or sum at which the 
whole of said shares are assessed, the amount or sum at 
which the taxable real and personal property situate in this 
State, and belonging to sucn bank or banking association, 
is assessed for taxation, and the residue, or sum of values 
remaining after such deduction, shall be the assessed value 
of the whole of said shares, and this sum divided by tho 
whole number of shares, shall constitute the value of each 
share for taxation. Such shares of stock, at the value as¬ 
sessed, as aforesaid, may be treated by the owner thereof 
as money loaned, solvent credits or credits of value within 
the meaning of the laws of this State, and he shall be enti¬ 
tled to deduct his indebtedness from the assessed value 
thereof, in such manner and uuder such regulations as may 
be from time to time prescribed by the Auditor, not incon¬ 
sistent with the true intent and meaning of this provision, 
which is to provide that the taxation upon such shares of 
stock shall not in any manner be at a greater rate than is 
assessed upon other moneyed capital in the hands of indi¬ 
vidual citizens of this State, and to guard against all unfa¬ 
vorable discrimination prohibited by the laws of the United 
States.

PR0TE8T. 

Mr. Speaker : 

I respectfully, but earnestly protest against the passage 
of a. b. No. 161, to levy taxes for the use of the State and 
the counties thereof, because section 6 of this act violates 
§ 1 of article xi of the Constitution of Alabama, in this: 
Said section six prescribes different rates of taxation on the 
several subjects of taxation therein enumerated, and differ¬ 
ent in every instance from the rate imposed on lands and 
personal property not enumerated in said section 6. 

Because said section 6 violates § 4 of article xi of the Con¬ 
stitution of Alabama, in this : That it levies a greater rate 
of taxation than three-fourths of one per centum per 
annum. 

This section does not levy a tax on business, as such, but 
on incomes and receipts from the business therein named, 
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after it has been received by its owner, and, therefore, be¬ 
come property before it is taxed, and, therefore, must be 
taxed as other property. This section is not under the 
head of licenses, which are taxes on business or privileges, 
and, therefore, is not a tax on business or privileges.

PROTEST. 

The undersigned conferees, although the subject is not 
directly involved in the matters of disagreement between 
the House and Senate, have deemed it a duty to call atten¬ 
tion to the unequal and varying rates of taxation imposed 
by the present bill. 

The burdens of taxation should, as far as possible, be 
borne equally by all. Imposing one rate of taxation upon 
one thing, because it is denominated “ property ,” and impos¬ 
ing another and greater rate of taxation upon another thin", 
because technically it is not “property,” but a subject of tax¬ 
ation, works oppression and wrong. We think the provis¬ 
ions in our constitution on the subject of taxation were in¬ 
tended to guard against such results. 

Of course the word “ property ” used in tax laws and con¬ 
stitutions, may have different meanings, depending upon the 
context and spirit of the instrument. We think, however, 
that a just interpretation of our present constitution, in view 
of the evils intended to be remedied, forces us to construe 
the word “property” as there used, as synonimous with sub¬ 
jects of taxation—as contradistinguished from license ex¬ 
actions ; and whenever a tax is laid—instead of a license im¬ 
posed under the police power—gains, gross receipts, Ac., 
can not be taxed at a higher rate than other property. 

Piior to the constitution of 1868, there was no restriction 
as to the rate of taxation—as power, which it is fitly said, is 
“the power to destroy.” This unrestrained power was 
deemed an evil by the framers of the constitution. When 
its provisions as to uniformity and the rate of taxation upon 
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“property’* were .adopted, we cannot believe it was intende 
merely to restrict the power of taxation upon lands and 
tangible personal property; and still leave boundless power 
in the General Assembly to more effectually oppress or bur¬ 
den this same property by treating the fruits or use thereof, 
which alone give them value, as subjects of partial or discrim¬ 
inating burdens—without the protection and scope of the 
constitutional restrictions upon the power of taxation. 

To remove constitutional objections, which, if well taken, 
may defeat taxation upon gains, gross receipts, Ac., alto¬ 
gether, and to prevent injustice, wo recommend that the 
present bill be amended so as to make the rates of taxation 
upon these subjects the same as upon lands.

REPORT FROM SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 

Mr. President : 

The joint special committee, to which was referred the 
memorial of Merrill E. Pratt, beg leave to report, that wo 
find, from the evidence before us, that the compromise of 
his indebtedness to the State, Mr. Pratt paid into the State 
Treasury the sum of Twelve Thousand Dollars, and on the 
31st day of October, 1883, gave his four several promissory 
notes, each payable on the first days of February, 18^5, 
1886, 1887, 1888, for twelve thousand dollars each, with four 
por cent, per annum interest from date, and for the purpose 
of better securing the payment of said notes he gave this 
State a mortgage on his gin and sash factory in Autauga 
county, on the Washington ferry, and on about five thousand 
acres of piney-woods lands located in said county, and about 
six miles from said factory. 

On a one-half interest in said factory, Mrs. H. F. Debarde- 
labeu had a prior lien for purchase-money for largely more 
than its value, and there are outstanding notes given by 
Mr. Pratt for the purchase-money of said ferry and lands 
amounting to fifty-six hundred dollars (85,600), with inter- 
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est for two years, which are still outstanding, due and un¬ 
paid. 

The value of Mr. Pratt’s property is largely made up of 
good will and his capacity to manage the business in which 
he is engaged. We find that the value of the gin and sash 
factory mortgaged by Mr. Pratt to the State, as assessed for 
taxation in Autauga county, is thirty-eight thousand dollars 
($38,000), and upon a one-half interest in this property Mrs. 
H. F. DeBardelaben has a lien for purchase-money, which 
is prior and paramount to the lien of the State. The value 
of the other real estate mortgaged to the State by Mr. Pratt, 
as assessed for taxation, is nine thousand four hundred and 
fifty-eight dollars ($0,458). This is incumbered bv purchase- 
money notes, which are unpaid, for fifty-six hundred dollars 
($5,000), with interest foi two years. 

The business in which Mr. Pratt is engaged requires large 
outlays of ready cash, and he is so embarrassed in raising 
money, in consequence of the mortgage held by the State, 
that he can not carry on his business. He has not, from the 
best evidence which Ve haVe been able to obtain, the means 
to meet the note for twelve thousand dollars ($12,000), which 
matures on the 1st day of February, and he is unable to 
borrow that amount while this incumbrance remains on his 
property. In our opinion, from the evidence before us, the 
State could not realize by a foreclosure of its mortgage, or 
by a sale of such property under an execution, as much as 
twenty-five thousand dollars. We are led to believe, from 
the evidence, that Mr. Pratt’s friends will be able to raise 
for his relief the sum above named, if the State’s mortgage 
can thereby be satisfied and cancelled, and he relieved from 
further liability as surety for Vincent. 

We believe it to be the interest of the State to accept the 
twenty-five thousand dollars from him and give him a full 
discharge of his indebtedness to the State, provided said 
sum is paid by the first day of February, 1885, and we have 
prepared a bill to be introduced to-day in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives to release Mr. Pratt from his said indebtedness 
upon the payment by him of that amount, into the State 
Treasury by the first day of February, 1885.

The. following message was transmitted through (Mr. 
Hutcheson), and referred to the committee on ways and 
means: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

On the 3d day of February, 1883. a joint resolution au¬ 
thorized the Governor to ofrer a reward of $5,000 for the 
apprehension of Ike H. Vincent, defaulting State Treasurer. 
The case was urgent, as with every hour the fugitive’s chan¬ 
ces of escape became greater, and the Governor immediately 
offered the reward, and caused this to be at once made 
known to every part of the country through the Associated 
Press reports. Through some iuadvertanee, this joint res¬ 
olution was not presented for the approval of the Governor, 
and did not become a law ; nor was any appropriation made 
for the payment of the reward if it should oe earned. With¬ 
out action at the present session, the offer of reward nmst 
be withdrawn, and every reasonable hope of bringing to 
trial and punishment this greatest of offenders against the 
honor, the dignity and the laws of the State, must be aban¬ 
doned.

Mr. Speaker : 

The undersigned members of the House most respectfully 
ask to have this, their protest against the passage of House 
bill No. 686, entitled “A bill to be entitled an act to incor¬ 
porate the Mobile and West Alabama Kailroad Company, 
and to further the construction of said railroad,” spread 
upon the journal of the House, for the following reasons : 

1. Said bill not only incorporates said railroad company, 
but provides for the working of State and county convicts 
thereon, and is, therefore, violative of section 2, article 4, of 
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the constitution, which requires that “each law shall con¬ 
tain but one subject, which subject shall be clearly ex¬ 
pressed in its title.” 

2. Said bill is special in its nature, and is, or can be, 
provided for by a general law, and therefore, violates sec¬ 
tion 23, article 4, of the constitution, which requires that 
“no special or local law shall be enacted for the benefit of 
individuals or corporations in cases which are or can be 
provided for by a general law.” 

3. No notice was given* to the different counties whose 
convicts are sought to be worked upon this road, and said 
bill is, therefore, violative of section 24 of article 4 of the 
constitution, which requires that “no local or special law 
shall be passed on a subject which cannot be provided for 
by a general law, unless notice of the intention to apply 
therefor shall have been published in the locality where the 
matter or thing to be affected may be situated.” 

4. Said bill of incorporation seeks, by indirection, to ob¬ 
tain the aid of the State in the construction of said rail¬ 
road, and therefore violates section 54, article 4, of the con¬ 
stitution, which declares that “the State shall not engage 
in works of internal improvement, nor lend money or its 
credit in aid of such.” 

5. Said bill of incorporation seeks, by indirection, to ob¬ 
tain county aid in the construction of said road, and, there¬ 
fore, violates section 55 of article 4 of the constitution, 
which recites that “the General Assembly shall have no 
power to authorize any county, city or town to lend its 
credit, or to grant public money or thing of value, in aid of 
or to any individual, association or corporation whatso¬ 
ever.” 

6. Said bill of incorporation authorizes and encourages 
the working of convicts upon railroads, while the mortality 
report of the inspectors of the penitentiary, and information 
derived from other works, show the employment of convicts 
at this kind of labor to be cruel, inhuman and fatal in the 
highest degree; and for these reasons this protest is entered.

A PROTEST. 

The following protest was ordered to be spread upon the 
journal: 

Mr. Speaker: 

The undersigned members of the House most respect¬ 
fully ask to have this, their protest againrft the passage of 
House bill No. 894, entitled “A bill to be entitled an act to 
amend an act to establish a department of agriculture for 
the State of Alabama,” spread upon the journal of the 
House, for the following reasons : 

Said bill fails to classify the commercial fertilizers for 
sandy soils, when all fertilizers for increasing the yield of 
cotton on such soils contain, or should contain, the same 
ratio of nitrogen, water soluble phosphoric acid and potash, 
except that the last named ingredient might vary two per 
cent, from the fixed ratio without affecting such classifica¬ 
tion as was attempted by amendment. 

Said bill fails to classify phosphates, superphosphates 
and all other kinds of phosphates, the principal ingredient, 
of value being water soluble phosphoric acid, when the rela¬ 
tive per cent, from eighteen to six could be as easily and 
definitely determined as the quantity those figures express, 
when by failure to classify them uneducated farmers are 
misled and deceived. 

Said bill authorizes a commercial value fixed upon the 
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quantity of citrate soluble phosphoric acid embodied in 
commercial fertilizers, when many of the best agricultural 
chemists in the country agree that “it is not.a substance, or 
several substances, but a conventional name for the result 
of a stipulated process,” when it can not be assimilated by 
the soil nor utilized for plant food, and is, in fact, a scien¬ 
tific myth and a practical humbug. 

Said bill authorizes the use of the term and fixes a value 
upon available phosphoric acid in commercial fertilizers, to 
imply that the per cent, expressed as embodied in the fer¬ 
tilizer as available iB capable of being utilized, when it is 
possible for nine-tenths, and very frequently the case, that 
one-half of this so-called available phosphoric acid is citrate 
soluble phosphoric acid, which possesses no value as an 
element to furnish plant food or increase the yield of crops. 

Said bill fails to provide for taking samples of the fertil¬ 
izers sold in this State, in such manner that it can be 
reasonably expected that any protection will be afforded 
farmers against imposition and fraud by the practices of 
unscrupulous manufacturers or dealers. 

Said bill imposes a tax upon an article of commerce used 
only in the poorest counties of the State, agriculturally, for 
maintaining a department of agriculture for the whole State, 
while the most fertile counties contribute comparatively 
nothing to the support of said department, but share equally 
its benefits, if it affords any. 

Said bill provides for the pay ment of one-third of the tax 
collected by the department of agriculture to the Agricultu¬ 
ral and Mechanical College at Auburn, in consideration of 
services rendered the State by members of the faculty of 
said college, when said services could be obtained from 
equally as competent persons, and all the benefits realized 
from the connection of the department with the said Agri¬ 
cultural and Mechanical College, at one-third the annual 
appropriation thereby made to said college, as above set 
forth. 

Said bill unjustly discriminates against the farmers in 
this State who purchase commercial fertilizers by failure to 
provide a certain means by which to assure absolute ful¬ 
fillment of the guaranty provided, when said farmers are 
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compelled to guarantee and make absolute fulfillment of all 
sales of their products.

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comber,’ bo amended so as to read as follows : amend sec¬ 
tion 61 by striking out in line one the word ‘repeated’ and 
iusert in lion thereof the word ‘completed,’ and add after 
the word ‘sitting’ in 1st line the words ‘in December,’ and 
that said Senate amendment, so amended, be adopted by 
both Houses.” 

6th. That the House concur in the following Senate 
amendmeut, to-wit: Insert “annually” after the word “as¬ 
sessor” in 1st line of section 29. , 

7th. 'lhat the following Senate amendment, to-wit: 
Amend section 60 by adding the words “And the collector 
for Jefferson county shall receive the same fees as allowed 
by special acts to the collector for Montgomery and Dallas 
counties on collections made by them,” be amended by ad¬ 
ding at the end thereof the following proviso, to-wit: “Pro¬ 
vided such collector complies with the provisions of said 
special acts,” and as so amended be adopted by both Hous¬ 
es.

Mr. Jones, from the committee appointed to wait upon 
the Governor, reported that his Excellency had no furtner 
communication to make to the General Assembly. Speaker 
Armstrong spoke as follows : 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 

The hour is near when the present session of the General 
Assemblv of Alabama must expire by constitutional limita¬ 
tion, and I have cause to believe a retrospection of the man¬ 
ner in which you have discharged the important trusts com¬ 
mitted to you, can confirm your hope that you have acted 
well and wisely in all that pertains to the interest of your 
constituents and to the welfare of the people of our great 
commonwealth. 

It gives me peculiar pleasure to testify that you have been 
diligent in the performance of every duty, industrious and 
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painstaking in all your labors and untiring in your efforts to 
conserve the ends of justice and good government. 

W hat the result of your labors will be, is yet for the 
future to unfold. The laws that have been enacted must 
undergo the test of practical application to thoroughly de¬ 
monstrate their wisdom aud usefulness. 

I congratulate you upon a session which for harmony and 
good-will is almost unparalleled in the history of State leg¬ 
islation, when we consider the fact that we have had to deal 
with subjects that created uo little feeling aud excitement. 
Especially is it cause for congratulation that though the 
contests upou the floor of the House have often been warm, 
earnest aud vigorous, nothing has been said or done to leave 
behind the slighest unpleasantness. 

Yet with all the pleasures of the session we have had 
some sorrows. The dark angel of death has visited our 
House, invaded our circle and called one of our number “to 
come up higher;” and our friend and fellow-member, Jas. M. 
Vaughn, Representative from Baldwin county, obeyed the 
summons, and has aud I confidently hope aud believe, gone 
to a purer aud better Assembly, “where the wicked cease 
from troubling aud the weary do find rest,” and may He who 
tempers the wind to the shorn lamb care for aud protect the 
widow aud the fatherless. 

Oh ! how shocked we were when told that one of our 
members was dead; the warning was so short; almost before 
we knew of his illness the announcement came that ho was 
no more. 

“Thus wastes man away; to-day he puts forth the tender 
leaves of hope, to-morrow blooms and bears his blushing 
honors thick upon him. The next day comes a frost that 
nips the shoot, aud when he thinks liis greatness is still 
aspiring he falls, like auturn leaves, to enrich our mother 
earth.” May wo by this be reminded to be also ready, for 
we know not the day nor the hour when the grim messenger 
of death shall come, and summon ns hence, and I trust we 
may all so live that when the summons comes we can wel¬ 
come it as a kind messenger sent to translate us from this 
imperfect to that all-perfect and glorious assembly above, 
where the Supreme Architect of the Universe forever pre¬ 
sides, and when the roll is called there may none be absent; 
no, not one. 

I tender to you , one aud all, my grateful acknowledge¬ 
ments for the uniform courtesy you have at all times ex- 
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tended me as your presiding officer, with the assurance that 
I shall ever cherish your kindness as one of the most pleas¬ 
ing incidents of my life. 

And now, fellow members of the House of Representatives, 
we are soon to part. Each must again renew 

“The path of life his feet accustomed 
In the past to tread,” 

and may each find these paths to lead to the goal of what 
should be liis highest ambition: Duty to God and his 
fellow, man well and faithfully performed. 

The speaker then declared the House of Representatives 
adjourned without day.
